CERAMIC artist Kate Bartholomew settled in Crewk- 
erne about a year ago and took part in the open stu¬ 
dios for Somerset Arts week in the autumn. 

She has a small studio at the rear of her house 
where she happily potters in the company of cat 
Charlie. 

Originally from Wiltshire, Kate studied art and de¬ 
sign courses at Chippenham and Bath and took her 
bachelors degree in design crafts at Hereford.

The clock is ticking on the Interest 
Only Mortgage time bomb 


THERE are around 4 million people in Britain 
with interest-only-mortgages. If you have 
one then the clock is ticking towards your re¬ 
payment date. With these mortgages you 
only pay the interest on the loan until the 
end of the term when you must pay back the 
capital. The idea was to have a savings or in¬ 
vestment strategy running along-side the 
mortgage to enable the full payment of the 
capital at the end. 

According to the Financial Services Au¬ 
thority (FSA) a shocking 75-80% of people 
do not have adequate provision to repay the 
debt at the end of the term of their mort¬ 
gage. They believe that there are 1.3 million 
borrowers who have interest only mort¬ 
gages due to be repaid over the next 8 years. 
The experts believe that it is the 50 year olds 
and over who will face the most damaging 
problems. 

The FSA have plans to introduce age re¬ 
strictions which could mean that any new 
mortgage deal might have to finish before 
the borrower is aged 75. This would prevent 
anyone over age 50 from taking out a 25 
year deal. A growing number of mortgage 
providers are now demanding that interest 
only borrowers demonstrate they have ade¬ 
quate provision to repay their interest only 
mortgages or convert the mortgage to a 
capital and interest repayment basis. This 
might pose big problems as the monthly re¬ 
payments could be significantly more than 
they are currently paying. 


How about just taking another mortgage 
with a new lender? The trouble here is that 
many mortgage companies have changed 
their rules dramatically, meaning that many 
hundreds of thousands of these borrowers 
would not be able to re-mortgage on an in¬ 
terest-only basis today. They would have to 
move to a repayment type mortgage as 
above. 

For some people, either of these options 
might be unaffordable and could force them 
into a position where they have to sell their 
house. 

Another and growing option is Equity Re¬ 
lease with one broker stating that 36% of 
their clients are now using this method to 
fund a mortgage shortfall. Equity Release 
Mortgages are quite complex but basically, 
they allow borrowers aged 55 or over to take 
out some of the equity from their home and 
use this money for whatever reason they 
choose. No monthly payments are made to 
the lender and interest is accumulated over 
the remainder of one's life and taken from 
the value of the house once sold at the 
death of the borrower. 

As always the best advice is to talk to a Fi¬ 
nancial Adviser and in the case of mortgage 
debt shortfalls this should be done sooner 
rather than later.

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Mountain man climbs new heights for children

HAVING taken on a climb 
up Africa’s Mount Kili¬ 
manjaro in aid of the 
Child’s i Foundation, Scott 
Chandler, from Crewkerne, 
is now facing another chal¬ 
lenge. 

While in Uganda Scott 
became involved in a vol¬ 
untary project which led to 
him working with special 
needs street children - in 
particular ten children who 
came to him for help hav¬ 
ing been abused by locals 


who were supposed to be 
helping them. Scott is 
now the UK volunteer co¬ 
ordinator and fundraiser 
for the Ggaba School for 
special needs children, 
trying to set up a UK based 
charity, whilst helping the 
ten children finish their 
schooling and become in¬ 
dependent. Once they are 
18 he hopes to have a peer 
to peer pay it forward in¬ 


terest free loan set up, to 
help them establish in 
business and sustain their 
own futures. 

Scott, 31, is a trainee 
special needs teacher and 
is passionate about his 
work. Whilst continuing 
his training he is still doing 
everything in his power to 
help the children who are 
safely lodging with a 
friend in Uganda, to get 


them back into stable lives. 
He knows he will be able 
to do much more for them 
and others like them, once 
he is a qualified teacher. 

Since October 2012 
Scott has raised £2,500 
from sales of crafts 
brought back from Uganda 
and some raffles, thanks to 
huge support from the 
Number Seven cafe in 
Crewkerne, All Saints 
Church in Merriott and St 
Bartholomew’s Church 
Crewkerne. He has also re¬ 
ceived help from Dorset 
County Hospital where his 
mother is a nurse. The hos¬ 
pital had donated a Sam¬ 
son boot, crutches and a 
knee brace to help one of 
the ten children, Sophie, 
who is eight years old and 
was hit by a car when she 
was four, leaving her dis¬ 
abled. 

Scott has also ap¬ 
proached Crewkerne Ro¬ 
tary Club for help towards 
his next flight back to 
Uganda, which until now 
he has always managed to 
get sponsorship for so that 
all his fundraised cash can 
go directly to help the chil¬ 
dren. Scott won a UK 
Vodafone World of Differ¬ 
ence Award in 2012 and 
also won a position as a 


Global Poverty Project 
Ambassador 2012. 

He wants to name his 
charity FACE: Futures, As¬ 
pirations , Commitment, 
Education Sustainability 
and he stresses the point 
that charity will only work 
in situations like Uganda if 
it is used in a way to help 
them obtain sustainability. 

Scott is keen to keep tight 
control on the money 
raised and to make sure it 
goes to the children who 
need it, not lining any 
pockets en route. Luckily 
he has a friend at the bank 
who links directly with the 
children, so if one of them 
is desperate for financial 
help whilst Scott is in the 
UK, he knows any money 
wired will not go astray. 

Patrick is 14 and has no 
family left. He was eating 
rubbish on the streets to 
survive, and it costs £1,159 
to house, school and feed 
him for a year. Eight-year- 
old Sophie is paralysed on 
her right side from the ac¬ 
cident and lives with her 
grandmother. It will cost 
just £1,000 a year to meet 
all of her needs at school, 
including extra physiother¬ 
apy sessions in school hol¬ 
idays and providing her 
with residential breaks and 


transport. 

Scott said giving to help 
his effort doesn’t just have 
to be cash - unwanted mo¬ 
bile phones and smart 
phones can be given to the 
children and ipods and 
MP3 players can help 
them with cultural dance 
projects. He also needs a 


laptop for his own use, as 
his last one was stolen 
while he was working in 
the slums, helping chil¬ 
dren to make videos of 
their lives. 

Scott has mounted pho¬ 
tographs, taken by a 
Ugandan friend, which if 
sold for £100 each will 


raise enough to achieve 
his immediate goal to get 
the children back in school 
for the next year. 

The photos will be on 
sale at the Misterton Vil¬ 
lage Hall table top sale 
this Saturday, January 
12th, from 11am -2pm.

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Tributes paid to Chard motocross talent 


HUNDREDS of mourners 
attended the memorial 
service for Chard teenager 
and talented motocross 
rider, Liam Taylor, on Sat¬ 
urday, January 5th at St 
Mary’s Church. 

The noon service was 
very much a celebration of 
the life of the popular 19- 
year-old, who had only re¬ 
cently signed for the 
Taunton-based Oakleaf 
Kawasaki motocross team 
and was tipped to have a 
big future in the sport. His 
motocross bike bearing his 
number 341, was ridden at 
the head of the cortege and 
his shirt was at the church 
for his friends to sign, 
along with a book of re¬ 
membrance. 

Tributes were paid and 
there was clapping and 
chanting in the church. The 
song “Don’t You Worry 
Child” by Swedish House 
Mafia was played as every¬ 
one remembered the vi¬ 
brant life of the young man. 

The former Holyrood 
Academy student died in 
Frenchay Hospital in Bris¬ 
tol on December 18th from 
injuries he sustained in a 
road accident at the bottom 
of Station Road, Ilminster, 
the previous evening. 

A large collection of flo¬ 
ral tributes and items were 
left at the site of the acci¬ 
dent over the Christmas 
and New Year period, 
which the family removed 
after the funeral, moving

the flowers to his grave in 
Crewkerne Cemetery and 
taking the other items 
home. 

After the service on Sat¬ 
urday there was a gathering 
at the Windwhistle Inn 
where friends could have 
their photograph taken with 
Liam’s bike and memorial 
wristbands were sold for 
charity. 

Liam “Turbo” Taylor is 
mourned by mother Gail, 
father Chris, brother Grant 
and two sisters, Toni and 
Della, but also a long list of 
friends who have been 
posting their memories on 
his Facebook page. 

Speaking on behalf of her 


family, Liam’s sister Toni 
told The Weekender. “We 
would like to thank 
Wakely’s funeral directors 
and Sue Tucker from St 
Mary’s Church for their 
sympathetic approach and 
helping us through the 
hardest day of our lives. 
Also our gratitude for it to 
be made possible for 
Liam’s motocross bike to 
lead the procession, which 
helped us give him the 
greatest farewell he de¬ 
served. 

“With all the tributes, 
flowers messages and cards 
our family feel so proud 
and honoured and that he 
was a big part of our lives.

Come and join us, say Chard Concert Brass 


J OHN CANE, the chairman of Chard Concert Brass 
has been a member of the band for 60 years. 

The band used to play in competitions but numbers 
have dropped below that needed for competition level. 
They have instruments and uniforms which are covered 
by the subs of just £1 a week, but they need more play¬ 
ers. John says it saddens him that many people in Chard 
don’t seem to realise that the town has a band. 

Before the war Chard Municipal Band, run by the 
council, was disbanded as members were called up. 
Around 1947 a group of about 48 musicians got to¬ 
gether and reformed as an independent town band. 

John said: “My Dad, Sid, was in it before me and 
along with Reg Dunster started a learners class for us 
kids. Reg was a builder and used to pile us all into his 
truck. Most people didn’t have cars so we used to hire 
a bus and go to play at places like Seaton on the week¬ 
end and everyone would bring the family as an outing 
so I suppose that encouraged some people to join. Fam¬ 
ilies do so many things now. 

“I began learning the trumpet in about 1953 but it isn’t 
really used in a brass band and I went on to the soprano 
comet and tenor horn. I started to have trouble with my 
lip because of a slight overbite and now play the E flat 
bass which has a bigger mouth piece. 

“We started out at the drill hall at the Furnham Inn, 
then went to a room above the Ball which was next to 
the Guildhall, now we are at Crowshute House. 

“Traditionally it was an all-male thing and when our 
first female joined in the sixties she made the papers. 
Since then the girls have been proving themselves and 
about seven of our members are female now. 

“The membership is roughly 20 at the moment, rang¬ 
ing from 12-83 which is part of the pleasure, as you can 
all learn from each other. The experienced ones teach 
the others along the way but there are some with natural 
talent and others, like me, who have to work at it. There 
are younger ones much better than me, I still can’t play

the National Anthem without music. 

“I’m not a solo player and I like being in a crowd - in 
the bass section we are the scenery - the background bit 
of the music. 

“When it goes well it is a great feeling, whether at re¬ 
hearsal or in a concert but there’s nothing like playing 
to a good audience. It really lifts it and if someone 
comes up to you afterwards to say they enjoyed it, it 
makes you feel pretty good. 

“People have misconceived ideas about the music, we 
play all sorts from light classical to popular tunes and 
show tunes. We still play the marches because someone 
complains if we don’t but we haven’t actually marched 
for a couple of years now. The last time was a Remem¬ 
brance parade in Ilminster. 

“We used to go all over - Lyme Regis, Minehead and 
Bridgwater - but we are not asked to play as much as 
we used to be because we have to charge and people 
don’t want to pay. We haven’t got sponsors so we have 
to cover our expenses, the rent at Crowshute used to be 
covered by the council but now it is a trust we have to 
pay them. There used to be fetes around Chard nearly 
every Saturday through the summer, but there are hardly 
any now. We do go to Taunton and play on the band¬ 
stand at Vivary Park and at the Whitford flower show 
every year. 

“So many people are surprised when they find out we 
even exist, which is a shame when there are so many 
youngsters who could probably benefit from joining us, 
where are they supposed to go to play after school? We 
played outside the Baptist Church in the summer and it 
was lovely but a lot of people were surprised by us. We 
do have a connection with the schools, John Philips, one 
of our teachers is trying to get them involved. 

“We were quite successful at competitions in the past

and qualified for the national finals a few years ago. We 
went to London and made a lot of new friends but we 
didn’t get through, the competition from the north is 
tremendous. The last completion we won was the four 
section at the Wessex Brass Band Association in Poole 
about ten years ago. I would love to play in the finals 
at the Albert Hall -that would be the ultimate - but 
you need 25 players for a full concert band. 

“The band also went to Germany once for a 
week. One of the ex-players went in the army 
and when he came out he started a youth 
band over there. They came to Chard and 
invited us for a return visit. We went to 
Chard’s twin town of Helmstedt first 
it was great fun. Another time we 
went to Paris and played in a con¬ 
cert by the Eiffel Tower. ^ 

“We were quite busy over Christ- 
mas and did the Jubilee event in Jo¬ 
celyn Park and carols outside the Guildhall, but 
our own concert at Crowshute House wasn’t 
well supported. All bands are short of players 
and now that I am retired I get asked to play 
for others as well. I have played with Stoke, 

Birtle, Wellington and Lyme at various times of 
year. 

“I have spent five years as secretary and 15 
chairman then came back to it but I really want some¬ 
one else to take it on. We have a new musical director, 
and there is a learners’ class for senior players as well 
as children. You are never too old to learn and there are 
different people from all walks of life. It’s all about 
making music as a group and when you get it right it 
makes the hair on the back of your neck stand up.” 

Chard Concert Brass meets on Thursdays from 8- 
10pm at Crowshute House and welcomes anyone to go 
along and have a try with no obligation.

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What prospects for the 
property market in 2013 


Buyers and tenants come into 
the market following the 
traditional Christmas lull! 


AFTER the roller coaster 
years from the market 
crash 2012 saw a return to 
stability in the housing 
market - albeit without 
any discernible change in 
house prices. The lack of 
good news in the econ¬ 
omy should have been 
bad news for the whole of 
the property market but 
the return to house price 
stability - or rather the 
lack of any further fall in 
prices - brought buyers 
back into the market. 

What then the outlook 
for 2013? A recent fore¬ 
cast from the Bank of 
England predicts that the 
availability of credit will 
rise significantly as a re¬ 
sult of the much trum¬ 
peted "Funding for 
Lending" initiative. Cer¬ 


tainly there are significant 
carrots available for the 
lending institutions to 
avail themselves of the 
very cheap money on 
offer from the central 
bank and some of the 
very competitive deals 
launched by the lenders 
last year add credence. 
More is still needed - de¬ 
posits required are still 
generally 10% meaning 
some serious saving or a 
visit to the bank of mum 
and dad to release equity 
from the family home. 

The recent land registry 
data implied that the Lon¬ 
don market saw signifi¬ 
cant rises last year with 
the rest of the market 
being particularly lacklus¬ 
tre. London appears to be 
a market on its own - 


driven by foreign money 
looking for a safe haven 
according to agents re¬ 
ports. The remainder of 
the UK is more reliant on 
local buyers and therefore 
the paucity of mortgage 
lending has had a greater 
impact. The additional 
funding announced by 
the central bank is un¬ 
likely to be enough to 
stimulate any rises in 
house prices however 
greater availability of 
money is likely to increase 
turnover. This in itself will 
be welcome - transaction 
levels on 2012 were some 
6% higher then for 2011 
but there are still many 
more people wanting to 
move. 

2012 saw increased de¬ 
mand from both first time 


buyers and investor buy¬ 
ers. For the first time buy¬ 
ers stable house prices 
coupled with a desire to 
own their own home and 
the long term potential 
for house price growth 
were the reasons given 
for buying. For investors 
poor returns elsewhere, 
the tendency of high in¬ 
flation to erode the real 
value of money, and the 
comfort of a stable invest¬ 
ment with real returns 
and future capital growth 
potential all contributed 
to the investment deci¬ 
sion. For 2013 growth in 


the economy appears 
more likely, inflation still 
very much in prospect, 
and borrowing costs still 
low both first time buyer 
and investor demand 
looks likely to continue. 
Certainly the rest of the 
market depends on these 
two buying groups be¬ 
cause at the bottom of 
every chain must either 
be a first time buyer or an 
investor. If these groups 
increase their activity in 
2013 that will bode well 
for everyone!

Extreme weather highlights need for tyre safety Kia StartS 201 3 Wlth a fOCUS On CUStOITier reVieWS 


TYRESAFE is advising motorists to make 
tyre safety a higher priority than ever with 
weather data suggesting that the fre¬ 
quency of extreme rainfall in the UK may 
be increasing. 

The analysis from the National Climate 
Information Centre, the UK's official cli¬ 
mate record, shows that the days of partic¬ 
ularly heavy rainfall have become more 
common since 1960. 

Perhaps not surprisingly, the Met Office 
has also just announced that the dismally 
wet 2012 was the second wettest year on 
record. 

Stuart Jackson, chairman, TyreSafe, said: 
"Adequate tread depth is essential for safe 
driving, especially in wet weather which 
seems to be increasingly commonplace. 

"Tyres that do not have enough tread 
pose a significant danger to the driver, pas¬ 
sengers and other road users, so they 
should be checked regularly to make sure 
they are safe and legal." 

Adequate tread depth is essential for 
good grip on wet roads as the tread pat¬ 
tern displaces the water from the road sur¬ 
face. Drivers with insufficient tread depth 
face a number of hazards including longer 
stopping distances, less grip and more 
chance of aquaplaning. 

UK legislation requires car drivers to have 


a minimum of 1.6mm of tread depth 
across the central three quarters of the 
tyre, around its entire circumference. 
Those failing to adhere to these regula¬ 
tions face three penalty points and a fine 
of up to £2,500 for each illegal tyre. How¬ 
ever, checking a tyre's tread depth is 
straightforward and simple and can even 
be done by using a 20p coin. 

Drivers simply need to insert the coin 
into the main grooves of the tyre. If the 
outer band of the 20p is visible when in¬ 
serted, then the tyre may not have suffi¬ 
cient depth and should be checked by a 
qualified specialist. 

At the same time, it is also sensible to 
carry out a visual inspection of the tyre to 
check its overall condition. Any objects 
which have become embedded in the 
tread should be removed. If any cuts, 
lumps or bulges are found, drivers should 
get a professional to check the tyres imme¬ 
diately. 

"If extreme weather and heavy rainfall is 
set to become more of an everyday occur¬ 
rence, then motorists need to make sure 
that they are prepared for these conditions 
by looking after their tyres,"added Jackson.

Younger drivers run risk 
through service skipping 


NEW research carried out by the Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT) has revealed that many younger 
drivers are failing to have their car serv¬ 
iced and maintained correctly. Risking 
vehicle-related financial, safety and effi¬ 
ciency problems, younger motorists are 
not only failing themselves, but other 
road users too. 

Polling 2,000 motorists on attitudes to¬ 
wards car maintenance, the survey found 
that 10% of drivers aged 18-24 claim 
their vehicle isn't ever serviced. This fig¬ 
ure rises among 25-34 year-olds, with 
12% of owners failing to have even basic 
service and repair work carried out. By 
contrast, the number of over-55s claim¬ 
ing never to service their car is just 2%, as 
well as around 5% of 35-54 year-olds. 

The research highlights the danger to 
which some motorists are exposing 
themselves, with tyres and brakes among 
the many safety-critical items left 
unchecked. Additionally, the service- 
skippers risk greater likelihood of a break¬ 
down, reduced efficiency and increased 
wear and tear; issues a manufacturer 
main dealer can help motorists avoid. 

A modern car has more computing 
power than the craft that took man to the 
moon, yet the survey highlights that 
most young drivers are oblivious to the 
benefits of upgrades to vehicle software. 


57% of 18-24 year-olds were unaware 
that software upgrades from the manu¬ 
facturer can help maximise efficiency, 
not to mention the security, safety and 
comfort benefits of software upgrades. 

"Most drivers are aware of the benefits 
of regular servicing, but a significant 
number of drivers are putting themselves 
at greater risk of an accident, breakdown 
or costly repair by not taking their cars to 
a dealership for servicing," said Paul 
Everitt, SMMT Chief Executive. "A prop¬ 
erly maintained car is not only more fuel- 
efficient, but will be safer and more 
reliable. Putting off service and repair 
work is a false economy with risks and 
costs outweighing short-term gains. 

"To stay safe and keep costs down, mo¬ 
torists should stick to servicing sched¬ 
ules and have repairs carried out 
promptly at a manufacturer main dealer. 
There, fully-trained technicians will work 
with the latest diagnostic equipment 
and fit manufacturer-approved parts," 
added Everitt. "Given the speed with 
which vehicle systems move on these 
days, it's also important that drivers 
check with their local main dealer to see 
if software upgrades are available for 
their model."

Folly loss is tragic start 


B ob Buckler's stable got off to the 
worst possible start when Ash¬ 
bourne Folly had to be put down 
after pulling up at Exeter on New Year's 
Day. 

Having spent 21 months recovering 
from a cracked cannon bone in his sec¬ 
ond race, the seven-year-old returned to 
the track last month and gave two im¬ 
pressive performances in his comeback 
prior to Exeter. However a shattered 
pastern following an incident at the sev¬ 
enth fence proved fatal. 

Buckler said: "He was jumping bril¬ 
liantly them made a mistake at the ditch 
where he pecked on landing and then 
got hit up the backside and knuckled 
over oh his fetlock. He carried on down 
the hill to the next but then pulled up. 

Whether he cracked it when he was hit 
or it went going down the hill, we will 
never know. Potentially a very nice horse 
who I think would have turned out to be 
a very nice chaser" 

However the yard was cheered on Sat¬ 
urday at Wincanton when Sulpius pro¬ 
duced another stellar performance 
winning a very competitive Bathwick 
Tyres Dorchester Novices' Handicap 
Chase. 

Running his sixth race in eight weeks, 
his fourth in just over four weeks, the 
bookies backed him down despite win¬ 
ning three and finishing second to Si- 
monsig. 

But he ran another very good race to 
win by two lengths in very testing con¬ 
ditions. 

Buckler said: "He jumped well again 
and it was very pleasing that he got 
3m1f in soft ground because that was an 
unknown quantity with him. 

"We thought he would and he did the 
job very nicely. The handicapper will 
probably put us up another 71b for his 
win, but we will give him a bit of a break 
now." 

In the race beforehand The Sawyer 
produced another of his exemplary 
jumping performances when finishing 
fifth in the Bathwick Tyres Handicap 
Chase won by Big Fella Thanks. 

Ridden by 71b claimerGary Derwin the 
13-year-old could not keep pace with 
the leaders having recovered from a 
slow start. 

Buckler was delighted with his per¬ 
formance. "Another lovely run from the 
old boy. 

"He's not as quick as he was and 
missed the break and didn't get the lead 
he wanted initially. 

"They went very fast and with hind¬ 
sight perhaps Gary should not have 


chased him the whole way and come 
back of the pace a bit as they were not 
going to win the race. 

"He is learning his trade and talking 
with him later, he realises that it would 
have been better to settle for a place. 

"That's where experience counts, but 
that's not a real criticism, that's how you 
gain experience. 

"However the horse loved it; he 
jumped brilliantly and if the handicap¬ 
per gives us a break he can easily find 
another race. 

"As long as he keeps enjoying it we will 
keep going, but as soon as it looks like 
he's had enough that will be it." 

Dora Canina was given a final chance 
to shine in her first race over hurdles in 
the first race on the card but failed to 
take it and will now be retired from rac¬ 
ing. 

The five-year-old had proved to be too 
slow in her preceding three bumpers, 
and a chance over a longer distance over 
hurdles only proved that she is a brilliant 
jumper. 

"She may look and move beautifully 
and is well bred, but a racehorse she is 
not!"said Buckler. 

"She led and was jumping very nicely, 
but when the speed came on, she hasn't 
got it. She would do an excellent job 
jumping or eventing." 

Buckler added that she was now for 
sale to do another job very cheaply. 

Never Says Never produced a 
sparkling display at Lingfield the day be¬ 
fore with a superb run in his third 
bumper on the all weather track that 
saw him just held off of third place.

"He ran a bumper like a good chaser 
would or in the making. He had the 
speed to get there and then stayed on 
again in what was an easy two miles on 
the all weather. 

"That run would have won most nor¬ 
mal bumpers, and he will now go for an¬ 
other on a harder track which will suit 
him more." 


Double Dizzy was looking to retain 
his Sussex National title that he won at 
Plumpton last year, but this time had to 
settle for third. 

Carrying 101b more that he did when 
winning last year he was still disputing 
the lead until they turned into the 
straight when the well handicapped 
Well Refreshed ran away from the field 
to win by 28 lengths.
